While Elgin is not the birth place 
j of condensed milk, it is the headquart­ 
ers of the Borden Company, which 
practically controls the trade through» 1 
out the world, and it is a singular fact 
that the process now used has never 
been changed since it was originally 
invented by Oail Borden in Galveston, 
Texas, in 1850. 
Other manufacturers 
who 
have endeavored to introduce 
new methods have invariably failed, 
and their plants have been purchased 
and absorbed by the Borden Company* 
Borden s Lari» History. 


Gail Borden, the inventor of con 
deused milk, wasa remarkable man, 
who devoted the most of his life to 
riding the hobby of food preservat ion. 
He invented pemmican, the 
dried 
meat biscuit, which is carried as food 
by whalers, arctic explorers and others 
who go into either the frozen or the 
torrid zones beyond the reach of natur­ 
al supplies. 
His idea was to prepare 
food in a compressed form, so that it 
could be easily carried by travelers 
across the plains in Texas without be­ 
ing spoiled by the heat cr dampness. 
He was also the inventor of beef ex­ 
tract, and was engaged in manufaet- j 
uring down in Texas, when he was 
driven out by the outlaws and greasers 
who burned his buildings, shot his 
men and drove off his cattle. 
Mr. Borden vas ,a native ol 
Nor 
wich, X. \ , where he was born in 
1802. 
He moved to Indiana, where In 
lost his health, and went down into 
the pine woods of Alabama, and after­ 
wards to Texas, where he became as 
soeiated with Sain Houston and Davy 
Crocket in founding the Republic of 
Texas. 
His family were the first 
white settlers upon the island now oc­ 
cupied by kGalveston; he started that 
town, and was the first collector of 
taxes there under the republic, 


invented Condensed Milk 


He invented condensed milk in 1856, 
and had much difficulty in obtaining 
a patent, because the examiners in 
the patent office at Washington in­ 
sisted that milk could not he evapor­ 
ated in a vacuum. 
But he finally got 
his papers, and went into the business 
of manufacturing at Burrville, Conn., 
where his partner was Jeremiah Mil 
bank, 
afterward 
associated 
with 
Alexander Mitchell in tiie construc­ 
tion of the St. Paul Railroad. 
The 
factory at Burrville 
was afterward 
abandoned and a new one 
was es­ 
tablished at Wassaic. X. V., which is 
still running; the 
second 
was at 
Brewster, X. Y ., and the third fac- 
tery was started at Eigin 
in 1865, 
The civil war was a lucky thing for Mr. 
Borden, because
